N INSTANCE of the importance of the parking problem 

in the neighborhood of the Genera] Motors Building is 
that when the Fisher Building was under construction the 
first portion of it completed and thrown open to public use 
was the garage section. The same thing is true of the new 
General Motors Research Building, now almost ready for 
formal dedication to service. The garage is already in use, 
and comfortably full. 

A special system of passenger elevators is in use in 
the Fisher Building garage and the elevators are pos- 
sessed of almost—and in some cases more than—human 
intelligence.

This is bringing 
automatic operation to a pretty high point. Provisions for 
safe operation are positive, and the elevators are a real con- 
venience.

19.—D. McCall White, the| 


man who built the first V-type motor for Cadillac, and 
was formerly head of the old Lafayette Motor Works here, 
has now turned his attention to the motor truck and bus. 


After several months’ labor a 
forty-passenger steam-driven bus, 
designed and built under the su- 
pervision of Mr. White in the 
plant of the defunct National au- 
tomobile plant here, is now plying 
adjacent highways in its first 
trials of experimentation, propelled 
by the smooth, unfailing power of 
its own electro-steam engine. 


George M. Dickson, former presi- 
dent of the National company, has 
assisted Mr. White in securing the 
backing of several widely known 
business men in the venture, and 
believes the new product will revolu- 
tionize the heavy hauling transporta- 
tion problem. 

W. J. Parrish, secretary of Auto- 
motive Syndicate, Ltd., with offices 
in the National Building, and C. M. 
O’Donohoe, assistant engineer, are 
other authorities assisting Mr. White 
in his latest undertaking. 

Mr. White, before coming to chis 
country from Scotland in 1914, was 
a noted authority on steam engines 
used by railroads and in steamships. 
The model just perfected is his first 
attempt to build a steam engine for 
an automobile, but in the electro- 
steam coach, Mr. White believes, will 
be found the advantages of lower 

per passenger mile, greater 

y, power and flexibility, with 
longer life and maximum riding 
comfort. 

Despite its weight and length of 
thirty-three feet, the coach now in 
operation moves easily, quietly and 
quickly away from a standing start. 
eliminating all trace of jerking. Air- 
brake equipment makes the act of 
stopping as quiet and easy as the 
start. 

An eight-cylinder poppet valve 
engine developing 150 horse power, 
located amidships under the floor 
of the car, just in front of the rear 
axle, drives the machine from the 

four wheels in the rear. The 
throttle is controlled from the 
steering wheel, with another lever 
similar to that used on a steam 
locomotive regulating the speed 
and power through various degrees 
of piston operation, at present ar- 
ranged at 15, 30 and 70 per cent. 
of the piston travel. 


Two boilers in the rear of the car 
are nothing more than endless coils, 
with possibility of an explosion 
practically eliminated. The amo #t 
of water injected into the tubes is 
automotically controlled, and the 
fire, which is forced downward 
around the coils by a blower, is ex- 
tinguished when the flow of water 
ceases and ignited again by use of 
a spark plug when the flow is re- 
sumed. 

Fuel oil, of the kind used in oil 
heaters, offers lower fuel cost, and 
the lack of transmission gears re- 
duces the possibility of motor wear 


and insures longer life. The en- 
gine itself is similar in construc- 
tion to the V-type automobile 
engine. 

Two auxiliary engines, also oper- 
ated by steam, and located at the 
front end of the bus, generate power 
for the batteries and pump air for 
operation of the brakes and doors 
which are so arranged that it is im- 
possible to open the doors unless the 
brakes are set, offering a new fac- 
tor in safety. 

The body, made at the National 
plant, is built as one piece with the 
frame, and is designed after the 
fashion of a railroad coach, in that 
it may be lifted from the trucks and 
kept in continuous operation. The 
one-piece frame and body idea has | 
done much toward increasing riding 
ease, and a six-foot passenger has 
ample head room standing. 


Windows may be raised from the 


bottom, or in inclement weather a 
smaller section is lowered from the 
top with a protecting visor to pre- 
vent rain from entering. Other 
ventilators are located in the roof 
Motor noise and fumes from the 
burners are almost entirely elimi- 
nated. 

Actual work on the electro-steam 
coach was begun last April, and 
practically every part used is a 
Hoosier-made product. 

Manufacturing plans have not 
yet been laid, the whole apparatus 
still being in the experimental 
stage. Several years of research 
work and study of bus operating 
conditions form the background 
for the steam bus, and with the 
first of its kind now undergoing 
actual tests Mr. White believes 
the day of the steam-propelled 
bus is near at hand. 

Others widely known in the auto- 
motive industry who are reported to 
be interested in the project are 
Arthur C. Newby, long prominent in 
local Speedway activities; Walter C. 
Marmon, vice-president, and G. M. 
Williams, president of the Marmon 
Motor Car Company; Col. William 
G. Wall, president of the National 
Society of Automotive Engineers, 
and J. H. Trimble of the Western 
Refining Company. Several other 
Hoosier capitalists also are aiding 
in the development program.

The increasing use of motor 
trucks has now reached the point 
where more than 3,000,000 of them 
are being operated over 3,000,000 
miles of public highways by more 
than 2,000,000 owners, he said.

This :n- 
creased ability to handle the bus- 
riding public more comfortably and 
efficiently should be reflected in the 
final 1928 figures of total passen- 
gers carried by buses. The latest 
available figure, that for 1927, 
showed that more than 2,500,000.000 
passengers rode in buses during that 
year.” 

“Steam railroads are becoming a 
good market for the sale of motor 
buses,” said Mr. Reeves, “their pur- 
chases of buses during 1928 bringing 
the number of highway vehicles 
which they operate to an estimated 
total of 1,300 buses at this time. 
Electric railway companies have aro Ml. 
made good-sized purchases of buses 
during 1928, and now operate a total 
of 9.900 

“With the prospects good jor a 
continuation of business condi- 
tions on a high level in 1929, 
manufacturers of trucks and buses 
should get a good share of ihe 
prosperity which they have helped 
to create.”
